Tins ACCOUNT, as amended above, appears fairly ftated and properly vouched ; two 
«f the Coinmilfioiiers, the Secretary and Treafurer, were examined upon oath, and feveraliy 
(lepofed to the accuracy of the Account. 

It appearing from the Examinations of the above Perfons, that Mr. Sherrard was allowed 
Two hundred Guineas per Annum by the Commiffioner.s of Wide Streets, for bufinefs done in 
the SuiTeying and Engineering Lines, which he was not paid for in any other manner, and that 
his charge of five per Cent, on Sale.sand Receipts of Rents, and fperintendence of Works, were 
reafonable Charges, and are Services'for which he is not otlierwife recompenfed, we have 
admitted in this Account the fum of eleven Pounds twelve Siiilliiigs and fix Pence, which wo 
difailowcd in the preceding Account, being a per-centage on fuperinteiiding Sewers. Wc have 
admiUed the Sum of fixteen Pounds five Shillings and eight Pence halfpenny to the Law Agent 
for Stationar}^ it having been proved that it was expended in the public Duties of his Office. 

We have alfo difailowcd the fum of feventeen Pounds fourteen Shillings and fix Pence, being 
a Charge for per-centage on Mr. Sherrard’s Bills of Diffiurfements in this and the lafc Account, 
which we confider inadmiffible. 

It appearing from the Accounts of the Dublin Society, that Jlr. Sherrard had received from 
them, within the period of this Account, on behalf of the Commiffioners for making Wide and 
CpnvenientStreets in the City of Dublin, the Sum of fix hundred and twelve Pounds two Shil- 
lings and four Pence ; and as it alfo appears from the Accounts of the Ballall Office, Dublin, that 
Mr. Sherrard had alfo been paid by them, on behalf of the Commiffioners of Wide Streets, the 
fum of fifty-one Pounds nineteen Shillings and fix Pence within the period of this Account, 
neither of which fums have been brought into this Account, we have added them to the Charge 
part of this Account. Mr. Sherrard explains this by faying, he received thefe fums but a few 
days before the dofe of the prefent Account, and had not time to hand them to the Treafurer, 
but they will appear in the next Account. 

M e find the praflice of ifiuing Certificates fiill continues ; we cannot too frrongly exprefs eur 
opinion of the impropriety of tiii.s meafure, whereby a very large Debt to Individuals has been 
impofed on them without any adeijuate Security.

The Superintendent Magiftrate, and fundry other OfBcers of this Eflablilhment, were examined 
upon Oath, and declared tliey believed the Account to be juft and true. 

The Sum of one hundred and ninety-three Pounds, ftated as being in a Siib-CoUeftor’s hands, we 
have added to the Charge, the Sure'rintendeiu Magiftrate being, we conceive, refpouGble for tae 
Colleftion of the Tax, as he receives a I’er-centaoe upon it. He depofes that the greater par: ol t!ii» 
fum has been recovered. 

We have to obferve, that a large fum (nearly three thoufand Pounds per Annum) is levied in the 
nature of Fines, Penalties, ami Fees, which do not appear upon the face of the Account, though 
they are applied to raife the Selariss and Emckiments of ditferent Subordinate Officers, and others 
employed as Officers under this Eftablifliment. V\'c do not think that their EmoUimcuis fliould ante 
from fecret fums wliich do not appear upon the face of the Accounts, and for which there is n.> legal 
authority; or that Perfons ftiould be employed and paid out of thele Sumi, without having their 
Names borne upon the liiiabli&ment. 

The Penalties and Fines are levied under A<ft uf Parliament, but fome of the Fees are, as the 
Superintendent Magiftrale fuppofes, eftabliftied by cufto.m and ancie..t ufage. 

If thefe Sums were brought into Account a more accurate view might be taken of fitch Funds as 
could be brought in aid of the Eftablifliment. 

We have alfo to obferve, that in the Bills of Tofts there are Charges for Profecutions undertaken 
from Orders of the Superintenfleiit Magiftrate. which from the weahh and folvency of the Perlons lor 
whom they were undertaken, might have been carried on by the Individuals concerned, without 
adding to the public expenfe.
